STATE  OE  NEGrRI  SEMBILAN. 

REPORT  ON  THE  MEDICAL  DEPARTMENT  FOR  1904* 

1.  With  the  exception  of  small-pox  the  State  has  enjoyed  its  customary  immunity  from 
zymotic  diseases.  The  epidemic  of  this  disease,  which  began  in  Joliol  in  the  middle  of  1903,. 
ceased  in  February.  Two  sporadic  cases  occurred  afterwards  at  Kuala  Pilah,  one  in  August, 
and  one  in  November. 

Beri-beri,  the  so-called  endemic  malady  par  excellence  of  these  regions,  showed  great 
decline  in  mortality  and  a  slight  increase  in  prevalence. 

During  the  year  I  forwarded  a  report  to  the  Colonial  Office  on  the  subject  of  the  cause 
of  beri-beri,  demonstrating  it  to  be  due  to  a  grain-intoxication,  and  to  be  absolutely  preven¬ 
table  by  means  which  are  practical,  simple,  and  easily  applied.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  in 
future  I  may  record  the  total  disappearance  of  this  hideous  malady  from  our  midst,  as  the 
fruition  of  means  taken  by  Government  for  its  prevention  on  the  lines  I  advocate. 

A  new  column  appears  in  one  of  my  returns  (G)  showing  the  real  prevalence  of  the 
disorder  during  the  last  four  years.  The  incidence  is  gauged  in  the  only  way  in  which  it  can 
properly  be  estimated — viz.,  by  ascertaining  the  proportion  of  cases  of  it  to  the  number  of 
patients  of  Chinese  nationality  only  admitted.  For  all  other  races  together  never  furnish  as 
much  as  3  per  cent,  of  the  cases. 

2.  The  department  continued  to  be  greatly  undermanned.  Dr.  J.  S.  Part,  Assistant 
Immigration  Agent,  was  in  charge  during  the  year,  the  present  writer  being  absent  on  leave. 
He  was  assisted  by  Dr.  W.  S.  Milne,  Second  Assistant  of  the  Institute  for  Medical  Research. 
The  general  results  obtained  speak  well  for  the  work  done  by  these  officers. 

The  Assistant  Surgeon  at  Tampin,  whose  work  proved  to  be  unsatisfactory,  was  dismissed 
the  service  during  the  year.  Three  probationers  resigned  the  service  ;  and  at  the  time  of 
writing  the  appointments  of  five  Assistant  Surgeons  and  five  Dressers  remain  vacant. 

For  580  beds,  in  eight  hospitals,  nearly  always  fully  occupied,  the  total  service  was  two 
qualified  Surgeons,  one  Apothecary,  twelve  Dressers,  and  two  Probationers. 

3.  There  has  been  a  general  increase  of  work  done,  both  in-  and  out-door  patients  have 
been  more  numerous  ;  7,162  in-patients  against  5,250  the  previous  year,  and  10,182  out-door 
against  6,936. 

4.  The  mean  case- mortality  for  all  hospitals  was  7.9  per  cent,  compared  with  7.8  in 
1903.  This  rate  include  all  deaths.  But  the  mortality,  excluding  deaths  occurring  within 
48  hours  of  admission,  was  only  5.9  per  cent.  Of  all  the  (751)  deaths  which  took  place  in 
the  different  hospitals  during  the  year,  27  per  cent,  died  within  48  hours.  At  Seremban, 
where  nearly  one- third  (32  per  cent.)  of  the  total  deaths  occurred  within  this  short  period, 
the  cases  in  which  this  event  happened  were  mostly  malignant  fever  admitted  unconscious,  or 
acute  beri-berics  in  profound  collapse. 

5.  The  disorders  principally  treated  in  the  hospitals  were,  in  order  of  frequency,  beri 
beri,  fevers,  ulcers,  dysentery,  diarrhoea,  and  debility. 

RELATIVE  MORTAL  [TV. 

6.  The  relative  mortality  of  diseases  treated  was  : 

Diarrhoea,  32.04  per  cent.  |  Debility,  20.9  per  cent. 

Pulmonary  diseases,  30.05  „  „  Beri-beri,  07.7  „  „ 

Dysentery,  26.10  „  „  Fevers,  04.8  „  „ 

These  percentages  include  cases  admitted  moribund  and  dying  in  hospital  within  a  few  hours 
of  admission. 

7.  Beri-beri  shows  an  increase  of  cases  with  a  decrease  of  mortality,  as  compared  with  the 
previous  year.  The  total  number  treated  was  1,506  and  the  death-rate  5.4  per  cent.,  which  in¬ 
cludes  deaths  within  48  hours.  The  mortality,  excluding  these  deaths,  stands  at  3.9  per  cent. 
Appendix  G  shows  the  number  of  beri-beri  cases  treated  each  year  since  1897  with  the 
respective  death-rates. 

PARTICULAR  HOSPITALS. 

Seremban  European  Hospital.  (First  and  Second  Class  Wards). 

8.  Total  treated  66.  Mortality  3  per  cent.  Nationalities  treated  were  as  follows  :  - 
Europeans  and  Eurasians,  28,  deaths,  nil ;  Chinese,  3,  deaths,  1  ;  Malays,  4,  deaths,  nil ;  Tamils, 
23,  deaths,  1 ;  other  nationalities,  3,  deaths,  nil.

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Seremban  General  and  Pauper  Hospitals. 

9.  Admissions  3,589,  mortality  9.02  per  cent.,  an  increase  of  818  admissions,  and  a  very 
small  increase  of  mortality  (1  per  1,000)  as  compared  with  the  previous  year.  Acting  District 
Surgeon,  Dr  W.  S.  Milne,  and  Apothecary,  E.  Van  Geyzel,  were  in  charge  during  the  year. 

Seremban  Gaol  Infirmary. 

10.  Sickness-rate  164  per  inille,  against  74  last  year.  Mortality  of  cases  treated  3.7 
per  cent,  against  5.3  in  1903,  and  10.8  in  1902. 

There  were  6  deaths,  one  each  from  dysentery,  beri-beri,  heart  disease,  pneumonia, 
diarrhoea,  and  apoplexy.  Dresser-in-charge,  A.  Jahaniah. 

Beri-beri  Hospital. 

11.  Admission  376,  mortality  5.7  per  cent.,  increase  of  113  admissions,  and  of  mortality 
by  1.7  per  cent.,  of  25  deaths  which  occurred  here  during  the  year,  10  were  from  beri-beri  ; 
15  from  other  causes. 

The  gross  mortality  of  patients  admitted  from  beri-beri  was  3.3  per  cent.,  as  compared  with 
7.09  the  previous  year.  Deducting  deaths  occurring  within  48  hours,  it  was  2.4  per  cent. 

Jelebu  Hospital. 

12.  Admissions  701.  mortality  8.6  per  cent.,  an  increase  of  13  admissions  and  a  slight 
increase  of  mortality,  which  was  7.9  last  year.  Dresser-in-charge,  T.  Kanapathi  Pillai. 

Kuala  Pilati  Hospital. 

13.  Admissions  625,  mortality  5.8  per  cent.  The  admissions  last  year  were  626, 
mortality  8.8  per  cent.  Dresser-in-charge,  P.  Labrooy. 

14.  Admission,  1,095,  mortality  7.1.  There  has  been  a  large  increase  of  admissions 
in  this  hospital,  603  more  than  last  year,  and  a  decrease  in  the  mortality  which  then  was 
9.7  per  cent.  Assistant  Surgeon  H.  T.  Copcutt  was  in  charge  from  January  to  August,  and 
Dresser  A.  Wadumistri  till  the  end  of  the  year. 

Mantin  Hospital. 

15.  This  hospital  was  opened  in  October.  There  were  103  admissions  for  the  year. 
Mortality  4.1  per  cent.  Dresser-in-charge,  P.  P.  Chient. 

Port  Dickson  Dispensary. 

16.  At  this  institution  549  cases,  including  revisits,  were  attended  to  as  out-patients, 
against  510  in  1903. 

Keturn  D.  Appendix  shows  the  number  of  out-door  patients  treated  at  Seremban,  and 
the  other  district  hospitals  for  the  years  1899  to  1904. 


VACCINATION. 

17.  Owing  to  an  unusual  and  deplorable  failure  in  the  vitality  of  the  lymph  sent  from 
Saigon  in  September,  nearly  all  the  inoculations  made  after  that  month  were  failures.  The 
ordinary  vaccinator  having  been  given  7f  months  leave,  two  Malay  ISTatives  were  emploved, 
with  indifferent  success. 

The  inoculations  made  before  September  were  1,073,  of  which  2  per  cent,  only  were 
failures ;  after  September  among  cases  seen  87  per  cent,  were  failures,  19  per  cent,  were  not 
seen. 

METEOROLOGICAL. 

18.  The  year  was  not  a  wet  one.  There  were  68.24  inches  of  rain  (average  for  the 
whole  State)  compared  with  62. 7o  inches  in  1903.  The  rainiest  district  was  Port  Dickson, 
with  a  total  of  78.75  inches.  The  least  rainy  ivas  Jelebu — 57.36  inches. 

The  greatest  fall  on  any  one  day  was  at  Kuala  Pilah  5.17  inches  on  11th  January,  1904. 

The  maximum  temperature  registered  was  91°  F.  at  Seremban  in  May.  The  minimum 
68°  F.  at  Seremban  in  Jyily.
